On How Policemen Are Trained A

HE days when nll that was necessary to

grt men on the police force of Philn-

delphin was the recommendation of some
politivian  have gone forever. Now fhe
applicanis must not only be thoroughly
trained, but alvo must pass o difficult
examination, according to Fieutenant _John
Stuckert, in eharge of the Police Training
Bchonl, )

“Every new member of the force,™ aitld
Lieutenunt Stuckert, *‘is taken on three
months" probatlon. Twao months of this are
used in his training and theu vomes one
month of metual service. At the end of
thix time it 1s known whether he will make
n good officer; if it is decided that he will,
he {8 taken on regulavly, und If not he is
droppwl from the rolls.

*At the training sehool we got from every
man 811 the Informatlon ahout  bimself
which Le can give and this is tabulated.

“The recruits are Arst taught the rules,
regulations und organization of the depart-
ment. then the laws and ordinances, the
varlous kinds of crime, election laws, the
definition of homicide and other serious
orimes, the ordinances covering permits and
livenses, teaffic regulations, pateol duty, evi-
dence, court  procedure, clty government.
dutlos relating to fires and many wither things
whieli they must know thoroughly ti become
good patroimen.  All of these subjects nre
lectured upon, &nd every Saturduy morning
nn examination of ten or more qurttions I8
held in order that the progress of the yecrult
way be noted. ’

*The physienl instruction Is just as com-
srehensive, including jujutsu, boxing, wreat-
ing, the handling of unruly prlsoners,
the proper manner of breaking an opponent’s
‘hold and a mnss of other detail which will
enable the men to hold their own fu pers
gonal encolunters,

“In the afternoon there is » drill, at
which the men earry pifles in order that they
wny have something In their hands  They
are taught the [United States manual of
arms so that they may leaen to think guickly
and 10 obey epoken orders prmulpll_l Lneh
Saturdar, from 4 . M. to midnight, each
voernit in assigned to a distrier o do duty
with A uniformed member of the force, who
acts  us  his  instructor o actusl  pateol
work.,

Much Home Work Given

“As wp hove only two months in wiich
1o turn out regular members of the foree,
it 1s necessary for them 1o do home work
every evening. This takes the form of ques.
tions on matters in which they have roceived
instruetion during the day and we are thus
enabled to check up on the memory of the
recruit and upen his ability to leary,

“Sunduys they are given police problems
1o golve und give thelr auswers on the fol-
lowing day.  These problems relute 1o sueh
things as o complicated murder case op an
neeldent,

“Rach Mondny worning after our voll-
call ten of the men are tuken to the e
tive Buresu, to the ‘line-up’ thut is the
identitication of eriminals, They are shuwn
the procedure of positive identilication und
{ts importance Is lmpressed upon them as
well as the process of taking pictures gnd
the imprints of the finger-tips. Then thewe
ten wmen spend the rest of the day in wne
of the criminal courts and are given o prue-
tieal demonstration of what they have Leen
tuught about giving evidence.

Mock 'Trial Held

“"We consider this matter of evidence xo
tmportant that we hold mock trials at the
tenining schonl,  We yse cases which have
peen actually tried in the courts,

Philadelphia has what I wmight eall the
only ‘socinlized’ police force In the country,
We tench the pecrnits that if o ebild s
found committing some offense ugoinsg the

nbility to control his own feelings, The
hest patrolman 18 the man with real nerve:
the naturally timid or the casily embarrassed
lnn will not do. The reernits must learn
to stand hooting. yelling, laughing and the
provocation of profanity., The Iatter is
generally used ngainst an officer out of feel-
ing for whnt the offender himself has done.
We teach our men not to think of the pro-
fanity at nll, but to conecentrite their whole

minds wpon the offense avhich Las been com-
mitted,

Many Organizations Co-operale

“A great many officinls and organizations
of the elty co-operate with us in the train-
Ing of ofticers., Lectures are glven on fiest
ald by tha ehlef surgeon of police and the
men are taught how to bandage fractured
nrms, legs, jaws, et cotern: the Director of
Public. Welfare lectures on the prevention
of tuberculosis, and we Lave also the co-
operation of the State soclety for the pre-
vention of this disease, Other lectures are
glven by well-equipped persons from the
Society for the Provention of Cruglty to
Animals, by the Fire Marshal on fire duties,
by n :nnren«mntlro of the Juvenile Division
of the Munieipn] Court on vouthful delin-
quency, by one from the Bureau of Housing
and Sanitation on sanitation, by the Chief
of the Seeret Service on counterfeiting and
by many others. In ao word, wh try tn
teach the lnws and tha proper method of
procodure when these laws are violated,
